cents per hour. 


2. An annual improvement 
factor to increase the standard 
of living of workmen.

‘the cost-of-living factor to be 
based on the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics cost-of-living index. 

4. Wages under the formula 
and contract provisions have 
been stabilized for two years. 

Under this formula, the imme- 
diate increase for all employes eli- 
gible will be 11 cents an hour, of 
which 3 cents represents the an- 
nual improvement factor and 8 
cents a cost-of-living adjustment. 
The improvement factor calls for 
an additional 3 cents an hour 
which will be added to the base 

of all eligible employes start- 
ing May 29, 1949. 

t is hoped that the cost of 
living will come down. It has been 
agreed that only 5 cents of the 
8 cents will be subject to reduc- 
tion, so that if a sufficient decline 
in cost of living occurs the work- 
men will lately enjoy a bet- 
ter standard of living. Such an 
improvement would be in addition 
to the 3 cents an hour annual im- 
provement underwritten by the 
company. 

The first quarterly cost of liv- 
ing readjustment will be made in 
the first pay period starting after 
Sept. 1, 1948, and will be based on 
the July vonsumers’ price index 
published by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, which is expected to be 
released late in August. 

As an example of how this plan 
works, if an employe under this 
agreement is now earning $1.50 
an hour, his wages will be in- 
creased immediately by 11 cents 
an hour to $1.61 an hour, of which 
8 cents is cost-of-living adjust-

or. 

If about three months from 
now the cost-of-living index has 
increased or decreased important- 
ly, his wages will be increased or 
decreased accordingly and in line 
with a table incorporated in the 
agreement.

The strike, called last Saturday 
when President Juho K. Passikivi 
ousted Communist Yrjoe Leino 
from the Cabinet post, spread to 
factories after starting at the 
docks. The Communists demand 
that one of their party be named 
to the ministry. :

Leino, who as Interior Minister

On the arms embargo, Dr. Weiz- 
mann said the President had 
given him “some sort of hope.” 
As for the loan, he added, “I am 
under the impression my plea was 
not in vain, I believe my visit 
will have some results,” 

The money would be used, Dr. 
Weizmann said, for the purchase 
of planes, artillery and munitions, 
and to defray the cost of transfer- 
ring to Palestine Jewish inmates 
of displacement camps in Europe. 
This movement should begin at 
once, he said, at a rate of 15,000 
a month. 

Father of the Balfour Declara- 
tion and senior statesman of the 
Zionist movement, Dr. Weizmann 
promised that in case of a truce, 
Israeli forces would evacuate 
Jaffa and Acre and acquiesce to 
Jerusalem's control under an in- 
ternational mandate.

Those Boat-Rockers 


There are certain extremists in the Zionist 
movement, both in the United States and in Pal- 
estine, who are doing their cause. no good. If 
the sensible Zionists do not find a way to deal 
with these irresponsible hotheads, much sym- 
pathy and good will for the new State of Israel 
may be forfeited. 

We refer, for example, to the activities of the 
American Zionist Emergency Council in New 
York. Its latest blunder is, in effect, to urge a 


‘break between the United States and Britain. 


In newspaper advertisements, the Council wants 
the United States to cut off loans and recovery 
aid to Britain because, the Council says, the 
British are supporting Arab aggression. 

It is true, as the Post-Dispatch pointed out last 
Sunday, the British are playing a peculiar game 
in Palestine. They have failed to recognize 
Israel and they have refused to call off Abdullah 
and his Arab Legion. Abdullah, King of Trans- 
Jordan, owes his throne to Britain and Britain 
supports his army. Moreover, Trans-Jordan was 
cut away from Palestine by questionable diplo- 
matic means, 

But strongly as Great Britain may be criti- 
cized, it is preposterous for the extreme Zionists 


to propose that Britain be cut out of the Mar- 


shall plan and the whole European recovery 
program. To do so would wreck the recovery 
program and to defeat the most constructive 
measure of American foreign policy. Our rela- 
tions with Britain, in a hundred ways, are im- 


portant to the United States, and to say that 


they should be disrupted over Zionism is to con- 
tend that the tail should wag the dog. 
Moreover, there are strong indications that 
British policy toward Palestine is undergoing a 
change. Talks are proceeding between British 
and American authorities looking toward a com- 
mon policy in the Middle East, and there are 
strong indications that powerful forces in Lon- 
don are opposed to the present Whitehall policy 
of . the Arabs. The whole situation 
is in a state of flux and it does the rabid Zionists 
in this country no good to lose their heads. 
There are rabid Zionists in Palestine, too. We 
refer to the Stern gang of terrorists. This gang 
is numerically small, but its fanaticism has hurt 
the Zionist cause, It is supposed to be respon- 
sible for the ruthless bombing of the King David 


Hotel in August 1946, in which more than a hun- 


dred innocent people were killed, and other 
outrages. : 

It is the Stern gang, too, which arouses oppo- 
sition to Zionism by flirting with the Soviet 
Union. The Ziénist movement, on the whole, is 
strongly anti-Red and this is true of Haganah 
and the Jewish Agency, which is responsible for 
the creation of the new government. Yet we 
find the Stern gang broadcasting criticism of 
the United States and warmly praising Russia's 
attitude. In one passage is an open appeal to 
Moscow, namely, We hope that our brothers, all 
the citizens of Russia, will come to our rescue.” 

That this is dynamite is fully recognized by 
all sensible Zionist leaders, -both here and 
abroad, and they have taken pains to disavow 
the Stern gang and to demonstrate the strong 
anti-Red feelings of the Palestine Government. 
A further example of the Stern gang’s intem- 
perance is its denunciation of Dr. Chaim Weiz- 
man, the first President of Israel, whose wisdom, 
patience and courage form an epic story in the 
creation of the new state. 3 

The presence of large numbers of Jewish vot- 
ers in this country, and especially their concen- 
tration in the pivotal state of New York, has led 
to the charge that American statesmen have 
shaped Palestine policy to woo these voters. The 
charge, moreover, has had foundation. But it 
would be most unfortunate if the activities of 
Zionist extremists should lend further color to 
the charge. If so, it would do the new State of 
Israel harm, and it would increase anti-Semitism 
in this country.

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Bakewell vs. the Wolcotts 

For a freshman Congressman, Claude Bake- 
well showed fine independence in urging the 
House to accept the Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill. 
His plea to the House Banking Committee came 
just after an ultimatum from Chairman Wolcott 
and other House leaders that the Senate must 
drop its public housing provision or see no hous- 
ing legislation by this Congress. 

Bakewell defended the bill as “a happy 
medium” for federal, local and private co- 
operation. It sustains the market for new 


La 


houses by 10 per cent down payments and FHA 


appraisals based on present inflated prices. It 
aids private landlords by contributing to local 
funds, such as the proposed St. Louis bond issue, 


to write down the cost of land so they can afford 


to build on it. It even insures the profits of 
such projects. 8 

But, as Bakewell said, many leaders in the 
private industry have admitted to the Joint Com- 
mittee on Housing that they cannot do the whole 
housing job, and the slums of cities like St. 
Louls prove it. The “trickle-down” of old 
houses is too slow to provide decent shelter for 


the poor. So the bill authorizes public housing 


for 500,000 families—one family for each 29 pri- 
vately built houses to which it gives aid. Public 
housing serves the kind of people who are dis- 
placed when private operators redevelop slum 
areas, so it is actually needed before their plans 
can proceed, 

Therefore, Claude Bakewell has chosen this 
good cause to go to the mat with his elders in 

amt 


the House. The Senate, for its part, should stand 
by its bill and let the Representatives try to ex- 
plain it to their constituents if they let the bill 
die. As Bakewell told the House, “The responsi- 
bility is ours. We must face the issue.” If the 
Senate holds fast, his view will gain supporters 
and the Wolcott ultimatum may prove to be a 
bluff, Let's find out. 

A Century in a Nutshell 


Picking “the 10 most important events” of the 
century always is an arbitrary business, but 
tempting. ‘The editors of the Associated Press 
made such a list, and since they included the ab- 
dication of Edward VIII and said nothing about 
the automobile, the airplane or even the movies, 
there is no resisting the desire to improve on 
their selections. So, here goes: 

1848—Revolutions in Europe which, though 
put down, were an early sign of ferment at work 
throughout the century. 

1860—The American Civil War and the subse- 
quent rise of a consolidated nation to world 
power. 

1870—The Franco-Prussian war and the rise 
of the German Empire. : 

1892—Charles Duryea's first gasoline buggy. 

1894— The Dreyfus case which, like the sub- 
sequent Sacco-Vanzetti case, typified growing 
devotion to individual liberties. 

1895—Roentgen’s invention of the X-ray, sym- 
bol of the advances of modern medicine. 

1903—The Wright brothers’ invention of the 
airplane which now spans seas as well as 
continents. 

1914—The first World War and the Russian 
revolution which grew out of it. f 

1932—-Worldwide economic depression and the 
beginnings of Franklin D. Roosevelt’s New Deal. 

1934—War in Ethiopia, the first of the series 
of conflicts touched off by Mussolini’s Italian 


and Hitler’s German fascism.

The uncovering of an atomic spy ring and 
the conviction of some of its members in Canada 
is proof positive that the Government must be 
on the alert.

But this mission cannot be in any way 
aided, but will rather be harmed, by the retail- 
ing of hearsay. 
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For an Atomic Energy Compromise 


In their minority report, Senators McMahon 
and Connally and four members of the House, 
including Representative Price of East St. Louis, 
make the case against the bill to extend the 
terms of all atomic energy commissioners for 
two years. If the bill passes in the Republican 
form, it would be possible to turn out all the 
commissioners in 1950. This would be a threat 
to continuity of planning and operation. Inevi- 
tably, it would affect the spirit and efficiency of 
the atomic energy work. In all probability it 
would create confusion among the workers, 
many of whom would soon go elsewhere. 

Since President Truman raised the. political 
issue by proposing a five-year appointment for 
Chairman Lilienthal without consulting the Re- 
publican leaders who led the fight for Mr. Lil- 
ienthal’s confirmation, it still is the White 
House’s first move to get these nominations out 
of politics. Does Mr. Truman know that the 
Senate would not approve appointments for stag- 
gered terms, with an appointment for one or two 
years going to Mr. Lilienthal? If hé does not 
know the answer.to this, he should find out. 

The way is still open to lift these vital ap- 
pointments out of election-year partisanship on 
both sides. :

Hard- headed deals for mutual tariff reduction meet the facts of 
America's creditor role; freer trade is required to make the 
Marshall plan succeed and to recover foreign investments; it benefits 
domestic producers and consumers with none of the alleged harms.

What is the reciprocal trade agreements 
program? 

The program is carried on under the Re- 
ciprocal Trade Agreements Act, approved 
June 12, 1934. The United States and one 
or more other countries work out an agree- 
ment that each will reduce certain of its 
tariff and other trade barriers in return for 
reductions, ‘ 


Does not the program point to eventual 
free trade, and represent a radical change 
in tariff policy under which this country 
has developed the world’s strongest na- 
tional economy? 


Times change and the relationship be- 
tween the United States and other coun- 
tries is wholly and radically different from 
what it once was. A tariff policy which 
might not have been disastrous when this 
country owed huge sums to foreign inves- 
tors would be highly unsuitable now that 
we must have world markets and the world 
owes us money. 

It may well be argued, in any case, that 
our advancement has come about because 
of our vast resources, special aptitudes and 
good fortune, in spite of—rather than be- 
cause of—a high protectionist tariff policy. 
The fact that the United States itself is a 
huge trading area, practically without bar- 
riers between states, is one of the major 
reasons why it is, economically, the world’s 
strongest nation. 


Precisely because we are the strongest 


industrial nation we must have large for- 


eign markets. We must, furthermore, have 
many things from the rest of the world, 
Some 80 per cent of the materials used in 
an American automobile are imported. 


Would not a general lowering of tariffs 
cause a collapse in prices, causing factories 
to close and employers to lay off labor? 

There is no general, horizontal, across- 


the-board reduction. Before negotiating — 


an agreement every item is carefully con- 
sidered in the light of the condition of the 
industry that might be affected. There are 
public hearings, 

Tariff reductions with these safeguards 
create and promote employment. Most Amer- 
icans remember vividly how, in the early 
"80s, excessive international trade barriers 
helped to throw men out of jobs, force 
farm prices down and intensify the depres- 
sion. 


Would not a reduction in duties on cop- 
per, lead, and other metals lead to the clos- 
ing of many American mines, thus discour- 
aging research and exploration which is 
vital to American security? 


Domestic reserves of some of these min- 
erals will last for only limited periods, The 
United States needs every pound of cop- 
per, lead, zinc, and other strategic mate- 
rials which it can get. Therefore, Con- 
gress recently suspended the duty on cop- 
per. The present domestic demand and 
price are so great as to give domestic pro- 
ducers full incentive for development. 

Is there not real danger that the Amer- 
loan market would be swamped by foreign 
commodity imports, thus breaking prices 
and demolishing our agrieultural price-sup- 
port program? 

Most agricultural imports are of com- 
* not produced in sufficient quanti- 


a 


ties if at all, in this country, but in de- 
mand by American consumers. For most 
important agricultural commodities pro- 
duced in the United States, imports have 
never equalled more than a tiny percentage 
of domestic consymption. American agri- 
cultural production has steadily grown more 
efficient through technological advances. 
American farmers are therefore able to 
compete successfully in both domestic and 
foreign markets. 


For years the United States has had a 
“favorable” trade balance, and this has been 
halled as an indication of prosperity, What 
would happen if our “favorable” balance 
disappearea ? 


Only if imports are equal in value to ex- 
ports, are American producers who sell in 
foreign markets actually being paid for 
their goods. The term “favorable” is, there- 
fore, a complete misnomer. 

Before World War I the United States 
consistently exported more goods than it 
imported and used its balance to pay back 
the principal and interest on loans made by 
foreigners to Americans. Now the shoe is 
on the other foot. Foreigners owe the 


United States a heavy balance, If it is paid, 


the United States will have to accept goods 
and services. 


What protection does American industry 
possess against being swamped by “slave 
labor” prodicts from other countries? 

The “slave labor” argument disregards 
productivity. A foreign producer would 
have no advantage if he paid half the 
American wage scale and got half the pro- 
duction per man-hour, In few competitive 


industries do foreign producers do as well . 


as this. 


In the United States the highest-paid 
labor is in the industries that are most ef- 
ficient and best able to compete in world 
markets, The lowest-paid workers are in 
industries which are unable to compete 
with foreigners and which are, therefore, 
loudest in their demands for tariff “pro- 
tection,” regardless of the welfare of 
American consumers. 


What bearing, if any, does the reciprocal 
trade agreement program have on the Eu- 
ropean Recovery Program? 


Unquestionably the trade agreements and . 


the proposed International Trade Organi- 
zation will be of the greatest help in in- 
suring full success of the European Recov- 
ery Program. : 
European recovery depends on the abil 
ity of European countries to produce at 
maximum levels and, since they are all 


heavily dependent on international trade, o 


trade with each other and the rest of the 
world, A world which continues its bar- 
riers against Europe’s exports and a Ru- 
rope which would find it necessary to con- 
tinue its own import restrictiong cannot 
enjoy the levels of economic activity nor 
the standards of living which it is hoped to 
make possible through the European Re- 
covery Program.

SAVINGS FROM INCOME 


Rate for Year Has Been About 
7 Pet. of ‘Total After 
Taxes.

WASHINGTON, May 25 (AP) — 
Now that people are making more 
money than ever before their sav- 
ings are on the upgrade for the 
first time in four years. 

Commerce Department analysts 
reported today that Americans 
generally are saving about 6 to 7 
per cent of their spendable income 
—that is, what is left after paying 
taxes. 

That is the way it has been go- 
ing for about a year, and Govern- 
ment economists are encouraged 
by the fact that the percentage of 
income saved has increased in the 
last three months. 

The rise itself is not much— 
from slightly over 6 per cent in 
the last three months of 1947 to 
almost 7 in the first three months 
of this year. 

More significant, economists ob- 
serve, is that the sharp down-drap 
in savings that came with the post- 
war buying splurge appears to 
have halted. 

In prewar 1939, income of indi- 
viduals totaled $72,600,000,000, and 
$70,200,000,000 of that was left for 
spending after a relatively light 
tax levy. However, people then 
saved less than 4 per cent of it— 
$2,700,000,000 in all. 

In midwar 1944, when incomes 
had climbed to $164,900,000,000 
and taxes had zoomed to $18,900,- 
000,000, people saved 24.4 per ccnt, 
or $35,600,000,000, of the 146 billion 
dollars left after taxes. Goods were 
scarce, and many thinge were ra- 
tioned then, 

When goods began to be more 
plentiful in 1946, only 9.3 per cent 
of spendable income was saved, 
although total income had in- 
creased to $177,200,000,000 and the 
after-tax amount to $158,400,000,-

He first became ill about two 
years ago. His condition be- 
came progressively worse. Several 
months ago he became confined 
to a wheel chair but he continued 
to go to his office almost daily. A 
state highway patrolman acting as 
his personal aid carried him in 
and out of his automobile. ‘ 

All remedies available to medi- 
cal science were tried in an at- 
tempt to cope with the disease 
about which little is known. It is 
technically designated as amyo- 
tropic lateral sclerosis. 

In the final stages of paralysis 
the Governor was unable to talk 
and could barely move his limbs. 
His last press conferences were 
conducted with his secretary de- 
ciphering his comments as he il- 
lustrated them on a spelling board. 

Began as Pageboy. 

The son of Neri and Marilla 
Osborn, he began his political ca- 
reer as a pageboy in the Arizona 
territorial legislature. in 1898. 
From 1903 to 1905 he served as 
secretary to Col. J. F. Wilson, 
Arizona’s delegate in Congress. 

At the constitutional convention 
held in 1911 prior to Arizona’s as- 
sumption of statehood, Osborn 
was the youngest representative. 
He then became the state’s first 
Secretary of State, serving three 
terms from 1912 to 1919. From 
1925 to 1941 he published and edit 
ed Dunbar’s Weekly, a statewide 
journal, in Phoenix. 

He served as collector of inter- 
nal revenue for Arizona in 1933 
and 1934. He was an unsuccessful 
candidate for Governor several 
times, before he was elected by a 
substantial margin in 1940.

Fatalities of Passengers Jump 
From 93 to 124, Number 
Injured Up. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERS CITY, Mo., May 
25—Motor vehicle traffic accideats 
on state-maintained highways for 
the first four months in 1948 show 
approximately a 10 per cent in- 
crease over the same period in 


1947. Fatalities were even worse, 
with the increase for passengers 


jumping from 98 to 124 and as far 
as pedestrians were concerned, the 
increase was from 23 to 29. 


Personal injuries to passengers 
increased from 1772 to 1814, while 
on the other hand similar injuries 
to pedestrians did show improve- 
ment with a decrease of 26. Prop- 
erty damage for the same period 
also showed a slight increase, and 
when compared to the same 
period in 1941 it was more than 
doubled. 

The types of accidents seem to 
be rather general when the facts 
disclose that 151 occurred at in- 
tersections, 112 were head-on col-

Put in a pot, with a 
large tomato, three chopped green 
peppers, two large chopped pota- 
toes, a bay leaf, four peppercorns, 
and about a pound of any small 
fish. Cook this with five cups of 
water slowly until it is soft. Put 
through a sieve. It should be 
thin. If too thick add more water. 
Put this in the bottom of the pan. 
Rub the fish with lemon or lime 
Juice, salt and pepper. Put the 
fish on the puree, sprinkle well 
with paprika. At this point you 
will have to make up your own 
mind; some like it real sharp, 
some do not. Dot the fish with 
butter, cover and cook on top of 
the stove, basting now and then. 
Remove fish, pour left-over gravy 
over it and serve with parsley po- 
tatoes. 

This is something entirely dif- 
ferent in taste from the products 
of chefs bound by conventional 
methods.
